of  the  Andover  Rural  District  Council: 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and 
sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Distriot  for  the  year  1963, 

The  Registrar -General1 s ostimate  of  the  population  is  20,070,  an  increase 
of  3^0  compared  with  the  estimated  population  in  1962, 

The  natural  increase  of  papulation,  i, e,  the  net  gain  of  births  over 
deaths  was  238,  so  the  population  is  still  increasing. 

The  Vital  Statistics  do  not  differ  significantly  from  previous  years, 
although  the  death  rate  at  10.12  was  lower  than  that  ±or  England  and  Rales, 
and  the  Birth  Rate  at  20,7  was  higher  than  that  for  England  and  Rales, 

The  Still  Birth  Rate  and  Infant  Mortality  Rate  was  also  slightly  higher  than 
the  rates  for  England  and  Wales, 

The  notifiable  infectious  diseases  during  the  year  were  higher  than  in 
1962,  due  to  the  increase  in  measles;  there  were  138  cases  notified  in  1963, 

68  male  and  70  female.  There  were  also  two  cases  of  typhoid  fever  admitted  to 
South  Tidworth  Military  hospital,  which  were  picked  up  in  Aermatt  early  in  1963, 
and  there  we re  also  16  cases  of  dysentery  notified  during  the  year,  mostly  in  the 
Tidworth  area,  and  5 cases  of  malaria,  mostly  in  Gurkhas,  contracted  abroad. 

There  were  also  6 nev/  cases  of  tuberculosis  notified,  5 respiratory  and 


1 non-respiratory.  Details  can  be  seen  in  Appendices  * B * and  'C', 
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There  was  one  smallpox  suspect  admitted  to  Weyhill  Hospital  from  London 
Airport  during  the  year,  but  fortunately  it  turned  out  not  to  be  smallpox* 

The  Southampton  water  Corporation  are  supplying  a completely  satisfactory- 
water  supply  and  all  samples  taken  were  satisfactory.  The  water  is  rather 
hard  and  so  there  is  no  plumbo- solvent  action  in  the  water,  'The  incidence 
of  fluorides  in  the  water  is  very  low  indeed,  which  is  disappointing,  as  children1  s 
teeth  would  benefit  enormously  if  the  fluoride  content  was  up  to  one  part  per 
million.  So  many  children  now  eat  sweets  and  iced  lollies,  and  as  a result, 
dentaL  caries  seem  to  be  increasing  every  year. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  Clerk  for  his  report  on  housing  matters  and  to 
the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  for  his  report  on  the  sanitary  circumstances 
of  the  District,  also  to  all  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  their 
oontinued  assistance  during  the  year,  especially  my  secretary,  Miss  M,  B,  Lowman, 

I should  also  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 
for  all  their  co-operation  and  encouragement.

Live  Births 

The  total  number  of  live  births  in  the  district  was  392,  199  males 
and  193  females. 

The  Live  Birth  Rate  corrected  for  age  and  sex  distribution  by  the 
Registrar-General's  comparability  factor  was  20.7  per  thousand  population, 
compared  with  18.2  for  England  and  ‘.Yales, 

Still  Births 

10  still  births  were  registered  during  the  year,  5 male  and  5 female. 
This  gives  a still  birth  rate  of  24,9  compared  with  17.2  for  England 
and  Wales, 

Deaths 

A total  154  deaths  occurred  during  the  year,  88  male  and  66  female. 

This  gives  a death  rate  corrected  by  the  Regi strar-General 1 s comparability 
factor  of  10,12  per  thousand  population,  compared  with  12,2  for  England 
and  ./ales. 

There  were  9 infant  deaths  under  1 year  of  age  and  this  gives  an  infant 
mortality  rate  of  22, 96  compared  with  21,1  for  England  and  Wales, 

Causes  of  Death 

Heart  Disease  accounted  for  51  deaths,  31  male  and  20  female,  and  of 
these,  22  were  due  to  coronary  arteiy  disease,  20  male  and  2 female. 

Cancer  accounted  for  28  deaths,  17  male  and  11  female,  and  of  these 
cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  accounted  for  8 deaths,  6 male  and  2 female. 
Apoplexy  or  Vascular  Lesions  of  the  Central  Nervous  System 
Accounted  for  20  deaths,  11  mole  and  9 female. 


Respiratory  Diseases 
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accounted  for  22  deaths,  12  male  and  10  female. 

Influenza  - 1 male 

Pneumonia  - 3 mole  and  4 female 

Bronchitis  - 6 male  and  3 female 

Other  respiratory  diseases  accounted  for  2 male  and  3 female. 

The  exceptionally  cold  winter  in  the  first  three  months  of  19&3  probably 
caused  these  respiratory  deaths. 

Accidents 

12  deaths  occurred  from  accidents,  8 male  and  4 female,  and  of  these 
deaths,  9 were  due  to  motor  vehicle  accidents,  7 male  and  2 female. 

Suicide 

1 death  from  suicide  was  recorded  in  a male. 

Infantile.  Neonatal  and  Early  Neonatal  Mortality 

9 deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  were  recorded  in  1963,  giving  an 
Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  22,96  per  thousand  live  births,  6 infant  deaths 

occurred  in  the  first  month  of  life,  and  6 in  the  first  week,  v/hich  gives  a 
Neonatal  Mortality  Rate  of  14,9,  and  an  Early  Neonatal  Mortality  Rate  of 
14.9  per  thousand  live  births. 

Perinatal  Mortality 

The  Perinatal  Mortality  Rate  which  is  the  sum  of  the  still  births  and 
the  early  neonatal  deaths  per  thousand  births  (live  and  still)  stands  at 
39,8  compared  with  29,3  for  England  and  ./ales. 
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Infectious  Diseases 


During  the  year,  the  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  was 
average  for  England  and  Scales,  and  details  are  set  out  in  Appendix  'C'  of  this 
Report,  showing  sex  and  age  distribution. 

No  serious  diseases  were  notified  apart  from  six  new  cases  of  tuberculosis, 

five  respiiatory  cases  - three  males  and  two  females,  and  one  non- respiratory 
in  a male. 

Ihere  were  133  cases  of  measles,  and  also  five  cases  of  malaria,  all 
contracted  abroad,  were  notified  from  Tidworth  Military  Hospital.  In  additioj 
there  were  two  cases  of  food  poisoning  and  sixteen  cases  of  dysentery. 

National  Assistance  Act.  1943  - Section  L~f 

At  the  request  of  Dr.  N.P.  hendall  of  Highclere,  an  elderly  lady  of 
The  Barracks,  Ibthorpe,  was  admitted  to  St.  Paul's  Hospital,  Winchester,  and  was 
then  transferred  to  St.  John's  Hospital,  Andover. 

An  Order  was  signed  by  a Justice  of  the  Peace,  and  when  the  ambulance 
arrived,  she  agreed  to  go  to  hospital  at  the  last  minute,  so  no  statutory  action 


was  necessary. 
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Immunisation  and  Vaccination 

During  1963,  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  continued  in  all  age  groups 
up  to  40  years  of  age,  and  in  certain  special  groups  of  persons  over  that  age, 
using  the  Sabin  type  oral  vaccine,  which  is  considerably  easier  to  administer, 
and  much  more  appreciated  by  infants  and  babies,  and  in  addition,  is  considerably 
more  potent  and  raises  the  immunity  more  quickly  and  is  longer  lasting* 

All  children  who  had  had  two  injections  of  the  Salk  type  vaccine  then 
went  on  to  a third  dose  of  oral  vaccine,  and  the  Minister  of  Health  also  continued 
to  encourage  all  children  between  the  ages  of  five  and  twelve  years  to  be  given 
a fourth  dose  of  oral  vaccine,  when  they  were  at  Primary  schools.

Diphtheria.  Whooping  Gough  and  Tetanus 

Immunisation  against  these  three  infections  was  continued  using  the  popular 
triple  antigen  most  frequently,  although  separate  antigens  were  sometimes  employed 
in  a few  instances  against  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  either  separately  or  together.

During  the  past  few  years  occasional  outbreaks  of  diphtheria  have  occurred, 
but  the  incidence  of  whooping  cough  has  decreased  considerably  over  the  years. 

If  diphtheria  is  to  be  kept  under  control  it  is  of  vital  importance  tji.ot  not 
less  than  70  per  cent,  of  children  should  be  fully  protected  both  in  infancy 
and  during  the  years  at  school*

in  the  Table  in  Appendix  'D' , 

Vaccination  Against  Smallpox 

The  County  Medical  Officer  informs  me  that  65  infants  under  1 year  were 
vaccinated  during  the  year.  This  represents  16.6  per  cent,  of  the  total  number 
of  babies  born  during  the  year,  as  compared  with  66.1  per  cent,  in  1962.

During  the  year  under  review,  30  new  dwellings  were  completed  including 
16  one-bedroom  bungalows  for  occupation  by  aged  persons. 

it  will  be  seen  from  the  summary  of  properties  controlled  by  the 
Council  that  the  number  of  aged  persons  dwellings  now  total  130,  being  a good 
percentage  of  all  Council  dwellings* 

Much  progress  has  been  achieved  in  providing  wardens  for  tenants  of  the 
aged  persons’  bungalows.  In  addition  to  schemes  already  in  operation  at 
Abbotts  Ann,  Kimpton,  Thruxton  and  Upper  Clatford,  nev/  schemes  have  been 
introduced  at  Goodworth  Clatford,  Hurstbourne  Tarrant,  Monxton,  Shipton  Bellinger, 
Tangley  (Hatherden) , Vernham  Dean  and  Uherwell* 

Future  schemes  include  the  Branlcsome  Hill  and  Garston  Mede  Estates  at

These  W a r den  s'  schemes  are  much  welcomed  by  the  old  people  but  the 
success  is  largely  due  to  the  Warden  who  is  dedicated  in.  caring  for  the  aged, 
and  prepared  to  keep  a watchful  eye  on  the  old  people,  calling  in  the  Welfare 
Services  whe n the  need  arises.  The  Warden  in  fact  is  an  "Agent1'  for  the 
welfare  Services  such  as  Doctor,  District  Nurse,  etc. 

The  duties  of  a Warden  are  various  but  agreed  on  appointment  and  the 
tenants  eligible  for  the  services  are  provided  with  a nominal  list  indicating 
the  form  of  help  to  be  expected  from  the  Warden. 

A1 though  the  wardens'  Schemes  have  been  operating  for  a comparatively 
short  time,  many  tributes  and  words  of  appreciation  have  been  expressed  by 
the  old  people  themselves  and  their  relatives. 

The  kindness  and  understanding  of  the  Wardens  - particularly  when  some 
illness  descends  and  an  anergency  arises  - is  appreciated  by  the  Tenants  who  are 
full  of  admiration  for  the  services  provided. 

The  housing  ^waiting  list  is  inclined  to  lengthen  rather  than  shorten  and 
practically  every  day  a housing  problem  in  one  form  or  another  is  brought  to 
the  notice  of  the  Council  and  advice  sought.  The  Council  continues  the  policy 
of  persuading  small  families  living  in  houses  to  transfer  to  more  suitable 
smaller  accommodation. 

Again  it  is  necessary  to  draw  attention  to  the  few  families  who  fail  to 
maintain  their  Council  property  and  garden  in  a satisfactory  condition.  The 
majority  of  tenants  take  extreme  pride  in  their  houses  but  certain  estates  suffer 
from  appearances  due  to  tenants  not  prepared  to  carry  out  their  conditions  of  tenancy. 

.again  several  tenants  habitually  default  in  their  rent  commitments,  where  no 
valid  reason  exists  for  not  meeting  the  rent  payments. 
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District  Health  Sub-Committee 

The  Andover  and.  Kingsclere  District  Health  Sub-Committee  is  really  a 
Sub-Committee  of  the  Health  Committee  of  the  Hampshire  County  Council,  and  as 
each  District  Council  appoints  three  Councillors  and  also  appoints  two 
co-opted  members  who  usually  represent  a voluntary  organisation  such  as  the 
W.V.  S. , the  British  Red  Cross  Society,  or  St.  John's  Ambulance  Brigade,  the 
Sub-Committee  has  available  a considerable  amount  of  valuable  information  concerning 
the  three  districts  of  which  I am  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Meetings  are  held  in  Andover  and  Kingsclere  in  eight  months  ox  the  year. 
Reports  are  submitted  on  infectious  diseases,  births  and  deaths,  registration 
and  inspection  of  nurseries  under  Section  22  of  the  National  Health  Service 
Act,  19M6,  immunisation  and  vaccination  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough 
and  poliomyelitis,  midwifery  and  maternity  services,  home  help  services,  district 
nurses'  accommodation  and  'Meals  on  Wheels' , in  which  all  three  districts  have  a 
common  interest. 

In  addition,  the  Sub-Committee  makes  decisions  on  such  matters  as  decoration 
and  repairs  of  nurses'  houses,  the  appointment  of  district  nurses  and  midwives, 
and  the  financial  estimates  for  the  Home  Help  Service;  also  such  matters  as 
the  distribution  of  Welfare  Foods  and  matters  concerned  with  Child  Welfare  Centres. 

The  'Meals  on  Wheels'  service  does  not  yet  cover  all  three  districts,  but 
every  year  more  of  the  area  is  covered,  and  the  areas  which  at  present  are  not 
covered  are  the  Tadley  and  Baughurst  areas  in  Kingsclere  and  Whitchurch  Rural 
District,  and  Shipton  Bellinger  and  South  Tidworth  in  Andover  Rural  District. 

I hope  before  long  the  whole  of  the  three  distriots  will  be  served,  as  these  meals 
are  very  valuable  for  elderly  house-bound  persons  living  on  their  own.

The  administration  of  mains  water  supply  in  this  area  is  carried  out 
by  the  Southampton  Tester  Corporation,  there  have  been  no  complaints  regarding 
the  quality  or  quantity  of  water  from  anywhere  yd  thin  the  district  and  the 
supply  has  been  completely  satisfactory. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

During  the  year  a start  was  made  on  the  drainage  scheme  for  Upper 
Clatford  and  Abbott s Ann,  The  ex-A.A,l?.  sewage  site  at  Abbott s Ann  was  purchased 
and  is  to  be  modified  to  take  the  drainage  from  the  above  villages. 

Work  on  the  modification  of  this  plant  was  also  started  during  the  year. 

The  Bourne  Valley  Drainage  Scheme  has  been  approved  by  the  Minister  for 
the  drainage  of  the  Bourne  Valley  linking  this  rural  district  with  Kingsclere 
and  Whitchurch  Rural  District  Council,  As  was  stated  in  last  year' s report, 
the  sewage  is  to  be  treated  at  the  ex-W,D.  Sewage  Site  at  Barton  Stacey, 

Public  Cleansing 

The  usual  weekly  refuse  collection  was  maintained  throughout  the  year, 
refuse  being  disposed  of  at  West  Down,  Chilbolton  by  means  of  controlled  tipping. 

Due  to  the  numerous  complaints  received  from  the  inhabitants  of 
Chilbolton  of  flies  which  were  alleged  ‘to  be  coming  from  the  refuse  tip,  a new 
Bray  Bulldozer  was  purchased  and  with  the  aid  of  this  vehicle  it  was  possible 
to  completely  bury  all  refuse  tipped  on  the  dump.  This  appears  to  be  far  more 
satisfactory  than  the  old  method  of  tipping  and  complaints  from  this  neighbourhood 


have  now  ceased.

Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act.  I960. 

The  number  of  permanent  caravan  sites  are  as  last  year,  four  in  number. 
These  sites  are  licenced  for  75  caravans.  Negotiations  for  the  purchase  of  a 
suitable  site  at  Amport  had  to  be  discontinued  due  to  the  fact  that  Planning 
Permission  could  not  be  obtained  for  a site  in  this  area.  Difficulty  is  still 
being  experienced  as  there  are  insufficient  sites  to  meet  the  demand  and  the 
number  of  unlicenced  caravans  is  increasing.  The  Council  have  not  lost  sight 
of  the  need  of  a suitable  site  and  further  attempts  are  to  be  made  to  obtain 
permission  for  the  .amport  Site. 

Due  to  the  complete  disregard  of  the  conditions  attached  to  the  Caravan 
Club  Licence  operating  at  a site  to  the  West  of  the  District,  the  Council 
recommended  that  the  licence  be  discontinued.  The  Caravan  Club  were  informed 


of  this  decision  and  the  licence  has  since  been  vdthdrawn,

During  the  year,  the  private  slaughterhouse  at  Appleshaw  changed  hands 
and  is  now  under  the  control  of  Messrs.  E,  M.  Bennett  and  N.  II.  Chittenden* 

The  Slaughterhouse  was  taken  over  by  the  occupants  in  May  and  an  appreciable 
increase  was  noticed  in  the  throughput.  .ilith  the  coming  into  operation  of 
the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  19&3,  ib  was  found  extremely  difficult  with  the 
present  staff  to  carry  out  the  requirements  of  these  Regulations,  The 
Council  agreed  to  the  appointment  of  a trainee  meat  inspector  who  could  also 
assist  in  other  duties  of  the  Department,  and  who,  it  is  expected,  will  qualify 
as  a Meat  Inspector. 
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The  class  of  animal  now  killed  at  tne  Slaughterhouse  has  improved 
but  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  evidence  of  disease  found  in  beasts 
slaughtered  has  increased  appreciably  over  the  previous  year.  This  large 
increase  has  been  almost  entirely  due  to  the  heavy  infestation  of  Liver  Fluke 
detected  in  this  class  of  animal.  It  is  noted  that  the  evidence  of  disease 
in  calves,  sheep  and  pigs  is  reduced.
